Mz, Sidney Andrews writen from Washing-
ton to the Boston Adeertiser a connected und
coherent account of the President's views
ooncerning the Ban Domingo treaty, as fol-
lows; —

He says that the Dominican aunthoriling
made the first proposals, and pressed annex.
tion on him before he had looked into the |
matter, or formed any opinion as to the expe-
diency or feasibility of the project. He
finally sent confidential messengers down
thore to make a seoret examination into the
gitnation of affairs, and inspooct the resonrces
and capabilities of the sland, the civilization
of the people, the character of the Govern-
ment, the kind and amount of debt, and
everylhing else of use in forming a correct
opinion, It was not until three messengers
had returned and fully reported the rosalt of
their examipation that be consented to histan
to the proposals of the Dominicans. Then
he sent Genoral Babeock down again, and a
troaty, as is alrendy known, was negotinted.
The republic owes but 21,500,000, which is
the price we agree to pay for annexa-
tion. When nsleed il he is
certain that the debt is no larger, he replies
that he has the strongest proof of the fact
that this figure covers the whole thing, What |
claims may be trumped up against San
Dowmingo he knows nob, and cares less, for |
the reason that, under the treaty, it i3 ex-
pressly stipulated that we ennuot be held to
their payment. He thinks it likely some
claims may be presented, and says such of
them as are proven good must be paid out of
the publie lands of the island. He regards |
the stories about a concealed debt of ffteen
or twenty millions as emanating from foreign
sources, which are jealous, enviouns, and
gecrelly opposed to our noquisition of what he
regards as the finest of the West India Islands.
The Dominican Government acknowledges
less than 1,500,000 indebtedness, and says
there is no evidence in existence that a valid
cloim of another dollar can be produced,

The present population the President esti-
mates at less than 200,000, and he apprehends
no tronble whatever in governing them and
preserving order. The people, he says, point-
ing to the result of the recent election, are
nearly sll anxious to be taken under the pro-
tection of our flag and laws, They are tired
and sick, be thinks, of faction and civil war

The Crentor of Y Flaare® ns n Merchant - What
he U for Us in Hevolutlounry Days, nond how
he wis Heguited-A Lecture by Hon, John
Bilgelow, [

At the recent monthly meating of thoNew
York Historienl Bociety, an address was deli-
vered by the recent Minister to France, Hon,
John Bigelow, on the subject of *‘Beaumar
chais, the Merchant.” Ile said:—

There are few who have not heard of the |
Barber of Bevfile, and still fewer, porhaps, i
who know anything of the part played by its |
anthor in the struggle of the American Colo-
pies for liberly, It was his influence more
than anything else which made Lounis XVI |
